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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

When  the  seniors  who  are  pictred  in  this  annual  receive  from  my 
hand  their  diplomas  of  graduation,  I  shall  have  completed  twenty-five  years 
work  since  my  own  graduation.  After  a  quarter  century,  about  equally 
divided  between  secondary  and  higher  education,  one  may  be  allowed  to 
reminisce    a    bit. 

The  other  day  I  was  consulting  ' '  Who  's  Who  in  America ' '  to  verify  a 
college  reference.  My  eye  fell  on  a  familiar  name.  I  didn  't  know  that  he 
had  made  "Who's  Who,"  but  I  remembered  his  outstanding  work  in  high 
school  and  I  shall  never  forget  his  appreciation,  written  me  years  ago:  "If 
it  hadn  't  been  for  you,  Mr.  Brooks,  I  should  never  have  gone  to  college. 
His  steady  rise  to  increasing  usefulness  and  influence  has  repaid  many  times 
my  effort  to  get  this  able  son  of  a  widowed  mother  into  college  where  he 
might   largely   work   his  way  and  prove  his  worth. 

But  my  personal  satisfaction  in  my  high  school  boy  's  present  important 
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position  is  no  greater  than  the  joy  I  experienced  in  a  recent  visit  to  a  little 
ranch  home  in  Dakota,  presided  over  by  one  of  my  college  girls.  Encourag- 
ing her  husband  through  this  difficult  period  of  low  prices  for  farm 
products,  really  training  her  two  bright  children,  an  inspiring  leader  in  the 
church  and  community  young  people's  life,  this  Christian  woman  is  exem- 
plifying the  highest  ideals  of  college  preparation.  If  her  name  should  never 
be  known  outside  her  home  county  (but  it  may  be!)  she  would  still  abun- 
dantly justify  the  investment  made   in   her  college   education. 

Two  illustrations  of  recent  contact  from  many  that  my  mind  recalls 
to  afford  the  highest  pay   that  a  teacher  ever  receives! 

And,  as  we  reminisce,  we  inevitably  compare. 

How  do  these  boys  and  girls,  these  young  men  and  women  for  whom 
and  with  whom  we  are  now  working  at  Intermountain  compare? 

Two  or  three  glimpses  into  our  life  at  Intermountain:  then,  "you  be 
the  judge." 

In  these  hurried  years  I  have  seen:  the  student  body  united  in  the 
vigorous  morning  work  of  Campus  Day — raking,  trimming,  painting;  then, 
after  a  "weenie"  luncheon,  cheering  their  side  in  an  exhilarating  ball 
game;  they  have  dined  about  tables  with  their  own  characteristic  decora- 
tions; they  have  produced  an  evening's  program  marked  by  originality  and 
cleverness  not   outdone  by  alumni  or  faculty   competition. 

Again,  I  have  seen  our  Intermountain  students  win  six  out  of  seven 
debates  in  a  season  of  Northwest  competition,  then  drive  ' '  via  Chevy ' ' 
1700  miles  to  the  national  contest  to  win  four  more  debates  against  col- 
leges representing  Michigan,  North   Carolina  and  Oklahoma. 

On  another  occasion,  me  thought  myself  back  in  the  Colosseum  witness- 
ing the  calling  out  of  the  Roman  legions  as  I  watched  one  consignment  after 
another  of  full  panoplied  substitutes  sent  in  against  our  fighting  Panthers. 
Again  I  saw  those  same  fighting  Panthers  win  for  Montana  the  first  victory 
of  the  season  against  an  out-of-state  rival  on  the  gridiron. 

Whether  in  Shakespeare,  "The  Third  Floor  Back,"  "Ice  Bound," 
or  the  missionary  play  "  Ba  Thane,"  Intermountain  students  have  made 
effective  dramatic  presentations  that  have  sometimes  amused  their  audi- 
ences, sometimes  given  them  pause   for   solemn  thought. 

Battling  their  dearest  foe,  the  Intermountain  team  won  by  a  last- 
minute  basket  a  thrilling  game  that  was  six  times  tied. 

Singing  their  way  over  the  state,  Intermountain  glee  clubs  have  made 
an  enviable  reputation  for  their  college. 

These  are  but  glimpses — high  spots,  if  you  please — conspicuous,  above 
a  plain,  teeming  with  earnest  students  seeking  after  an  education. 

Of  whom  do  they  seek  this  education? 

Of  teachers,  fully  qualified  and  marked  by  a  peculiar  devotion — a 
devotion  that  has  meant  sacrifice   in   every  case  this  year! 

Of  trustees,  who  have  planned  courageously  and  prayed  that  the 
college  might  go  on  to  increasing  usefulness  for  more  and  more  worthy 
young  people. 

Of  contributions,  not  only  in  Montana  but  in  New  England  and  New 
York,  Philadelphia   and   Chicago  and  the   Twin  Cities. 

With  such  teachers,  helped  by  such  trustees  and  other  contributors, 
these  students  are  making  records  in  scholarship  that  win  the  approval  of 
the  deans  of  graduate  schools  and  records  in  intercollegiate  contests  that 
push  their  opponents  hard  to  equal. 

Twenty-five  years  from  now  will  we  look  back  upon  this  work — and 
upon  these  young  people — with  satisfaction  equal  to  that  of  our  present 
retrospect? 

We  venture  a  prophecy:  we  will.  For  such  a  combination  of  ability, 
such  eagerness,  such  spirit  cannot  be  stopped.  Year  by  year  students  are 
going  forth  from  Intermountain  with  a  purpose  to  achieve  that  is  not  to  be 
denied.

With  the  freshmen  duly  initiated  into  the  ways  and  customs  of  I.  U.  C. 
traditions,  the  sophomores  turned  to  more  serious  things  and  before  the  end 
of  the  first  quarter  had  established  themselves  so  firmly  on  the  top  rung'  of 
college  activity  that  it  was  hard  to  dislodge  them  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

Athletics  claimed  the  attention  of  the  boys  during  the  fall  quarter  and 
Bishop,  Barrett,  Jackson  and  Pippy  helped  make  football  history  on  Wesleyan 
Field.

Athletics,  however,  did  not  claim  all  the  sophomore  attention,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  fall  quarter  it  was  discovered  that  the  Class  of  '35  had  com- 
piled the  highest  scholarship  standing  of  any  of  the  four  classes.  Moreover, 
the  sophomores  were  able  to  keep  most  of  the  forensic  honors  within  their 
class,  for  Marie  Wilkinson  won  the  oratorical  contest  and  Delmar  Leeson 
placed  second.  In  debate  Miss  Wilkinson,  Mr.  Leeson  and  Mr.  Paulson  were 
members  of  the  teams  that  made  things  hard  for  other  schools  in  the  state. 

With  many  members  of  the  sophomore  class  holding  important  positions 
in  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.,  doing  valuable  work  on  THE  CAPITAL  CITY  COL- 
LEGIAN, taking  part  in  dramatics  and  in  every  way  helping  in  the  essential 
activities  of  Intermountain,  the  class  feels  that  it  is  merely  on  the  threshold 
of  fame  and  that  the  next  two  years  will  hold  even  more  than  the  past  two.

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Intermouiitain  has  been  without  a  gym  ever  since  the  be- 
ginning of  its  existence.  Some  of  the  athletic  records  of  I.  U.  C. 
have  risen  to  great  heights  during  the  past  few  years  of  Mon- 
tana's athletics.  The  school  has  held  its  own  against  the  smaller 
competitors  of  the  state  during  the  past  few  years  and  before 
that  time  lias  been  equal  to  the  best  in  the  section. 

Without  the  facilities  of  a  gymnasium,  it  has  been  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  carry  on  any  extensive  program  of  athletic 
competition.  The  extreme  need  for  a  building  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose  was  felt  years  ago,  but  the  growing  condition  of 
the  college  demanded  all  the  money  for  necessities. 

More  than  ten  years  have  elapsed  since  the  movement  for 
a  gymnasium  was  sponsored  by  the  students.  In  1932  the 
announcement  was  made  that  a  donation  had  been  made  to  the 
school  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  athletic  plant. 

Now  we  are  assured  of  a  place  in  which  we  can  train  our 
1933  athletes.  It  will  mark  the  end  of  the  time  when  Inter- 
mountain  is  the  only  college  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  district  that 
does  not  have  an  athletic  plant. 

On  November  23,  1932,  the  new  gymnasium  was  dedicated 
to  the  school  and  to  the  service  it  would  render  the  future  college 
students.  From  this  day,  a  marked  improvement  is  in  progress 
a  I  the  college  in  the  way  of  athletic  records,  physical  education 
instructors  and  coaches. 
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Coach  Guy  L.  Rathbun  is  finishing'  his  first  year  at  Inter- 
mountain  Union  College.  The  record  that  he  has  produced  here 
iu  this  short  while  is  nothing  short  of  phenomenal.  From  green, 
inexperienced  men,  he  has  Avelded  together  teams  that  have  won 
games  in  all  fields  of  athletic  endeavor.  The  type  of  students 
and  the  spirit  of  the  teams  are  typical  of  his  influence  on  the 
morale  of  the  school. 

His  place  upon  the  faculty  of  Intermountain  has  come  at  a 
most  opportune  time,  paralleling  the  advent  of  the  new  gym- 
nasium. 

It  can  be  expected  that  next  year  will  see  Intermountain 
ranking  among  the  highest  in  state  athletics.  This  year  will  no 
doubt  be  one  of  Intermountain 's  high  lights  in  the  years  to  come.

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Inlermouiitain  came  out  on  top  of  the  pile  of  game  percentage  wins  for 
the  Montana  season  of  1932. 

Coached  by  Guy  L.  Rathbun,  former  coach  of  many  prominent  colleges, 
and  developer  of  champions,  the  Panthers  have  not  failed  in  their  purpose  at 
Intermountain  this  year. 

When  the  call  for  football  material  was  issued  in  the  fall,  few  veterans 
were  present.  New  men  responded  to  the  summons.  The  season  came  on, 
and  Intermountain  met  it  and  came  through  with  a  majority  of  victories, 
losing  only  to  the  School  of  Mines. 

This  furnishes  ample  proof  of  the  new  era  of  athletic  vigor  that  has 
superseded  the  previous  records  of  I.  U.  C.  for  the  last  few  years. 

October  8.     I.  U.  C.  0,  Centerville  0.     Wesleyan  Field. 

The  Independent  team  of  Butte  furnished  the  first  bit  of  test  for  the  new  Rathbun 
men.  The  field  was  snowy  and  the  opposition  tough.  The  Panthers  were  green  but  lacked 
nothing  in  holding  their  own  with  the  huge  Independents,  although  there  was  no  making 
gains  through  them  either.     It  was  nothing  lost  and  a  lot  of  good  experience  gained. 

October  14.     I.  U.  0.  13,  School  of  Mines  27.     Butte. 

The  Orediggers  were  tough,  too;  two  touchdowns  in  four  minutes  spelled  defeat 
for  the  Orange  and  Blue  that  day.  From  the  time  the  second  touchdown  was  completed 
by  the  Miners,  the  game  was  on  more  even  terms.  But  the  excellent  punting  of  the  Butte 
punter  kept  the  Panthers  in  bad  holes  most  of  the  time.  This  game  was  just  paving 
the  way  for   the   coming  victories. 

October  22.     I.  U.  C.  45,  Polytechnic  0.     Billings. 

The  Panthers  rolled  into  Billings  and  over  the  Green  and  Gold  team  of  the  Poly 
with  little  resistance.  Rathbun 's  running  and  passing  plays  found  little  resistance  from 
the  Crusaders.  This  defeat  marked  the  first  time  since  1929  that  the  Orange  and  Blue 
had   been   victorious   over   their   old   rivals. 

October  29.     I.  U.  C.  44,  Dillon  4.     Wesleyan  Field. 

Brick  Breeden  brought  his  squad  over  from  the  Teachers '  town  and  received  the 
smallest  end  of  the  score  as  his  share  of  the  spoils  of  the  day.  Again  Intermountain  was 
paramount  in  its  attack  and  defense.  Small  threats  were  made  by  the  Dillon  men  to 
invade   the  goal   of  I.   U.   C. 

November  3.     1.  U.  C.  13,  Ricks  7.     Wesleyan  Field. 

Ricks  College  came  to  Intermountain  after  battling  other  small  Montana  colleges  on 
more  than  even  terms.  The  Vikings  were  put  down  by  a  gallant  and  unconquerable  Orange 
and  Blue  machine  which  carried  on  in  spite  of  severe  handicaps.  Gus  Girnus  acquired  a 
broken  finger  during  the  game  and  several  regulars  were  on  the  injured  list.  But,  never- 
theless, it  was  a  great  day  for  "Old  Podunk"  to  finish  their  schedule.  It  marked  the 
close  of  as  nearly  perfect  a  season  as  Intermountain  has  had  for  many  years. 
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FOOTBALL  PLAYERS 

No  captain  was  selected  this  year  for  the  coming  season.  .John  Green, 
captain-elect  for  1932,  did  not  return  to  school,  and  consequently  no  permanent 
leader  was  chosen  for  the  year.  A  game  captain  was  selected  before  each 
encounter  and  this  system  was  so  efficient  that  it  will  no  doubt  be  carried  out 
in  the  coming  seasons. 

Intermountain  has  been  highly  honored  this  year  in  having  several  men 
on  the  all-state  teams.  Gus  Girnus  was  billed  for  a  berth  on  the  second  team 
selections.  Jackson,  Walsh,  Pippy  and  Taylor  won  honorable  mention  on 
various  sports  writers'  selections.  These  were  only  a  few  of  the  many  men 
that  make  up  the  splendid  team  which  took  the  honors  in  the  state  small 
college  circles. 

Elmore  Smiths/captain  and  guard  of  the  1931  team,  was  the  only  veteran 
guard  on  the  squad.  No  need  for  a  sub  was  ever  manifest  when  Smitty  was 
whole  and  hearty.  This  is  his  third  year  of  playing  and  great  things  are  to 
be  expected  from  him  in  the  coming  season. 

Wallace  Lamoreux,  veteran  quarterback  of  the  team  was  no  little  item  in 
the  machinery  when  he  was  able  to  play.  Hard  luck  followed  Wally  through- 
out the  entire  year.  First  he  Avas  burned,  then  tore  up  a  shoulder.  But  watch 
him  in  his  last  year. 

Ulva  Pippy,  center  on  the  squad,  and  the  man  who  never  made  a  bad 
pass  all  season — this  alone  entitles  him  to  a  berth  on  any  eleven.  Pip  is  a 
sophomore  and  has  lots  of  time  to  be  among  the  great.  Yon  could  always 
be  sure  that  the  center  of  the  line  was  carrying  on. 

Among  the  new  men  was  Gus  Girnus,  galloping  ball  toter,  who  showed 
the  rest  of  the  lot  how  it  was  done  when  it  came  to  making  yards.  Gus  has 
three  more  years  to  play  and  will  no  doubt  be  one  of  the  outstanding  stars 
of  the  northwest  before  he  is  through. 

Fred  Jackson,  another  ball  toting  halfback,  was  discovered  by  Rathbun 
and  made  famous  on  this  year's  team.  Fred  has  two  more  years  ahead  of 
him  and  is  going  to  push  more  than  pigskin  for  high  honors  next  season. 

Paul  Hart,  crashing  fullback  of  the  Panthers,  is  a  freshman  and  has  the 
start  of  another  bone  crusher  in  football  annals. 

Cyral  Walsh,  playing  his  first  year  at  end,  earned  a  position  on  the  all- 
state  selections.  This  is  Cy's  third  year  at  football  but  not  his  last.  There 
was  little  chance  of  a  gain  around  his  end. 

Ben  Evans,  another  freshman  on  the  squad,  did  not  have  difficulty  in 
getting  his  name  on  the  roster  of  excellent  players.  He  was  one  of  the 
lightest  men  on  the  team  but  he  never  said  die. 
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Thomas  Micka,  tackle,  played  his  last  year  of  football  and  was  no  little 
asset  to  his  side  of  the  line  in  stopping  the  charges  and  making  a  few  holes 
for  himself. 

Red  Taylor,  playing  his  third  year  of  football,  filled  the  other  tackle. 
His  195  pounds  got  in  the  road  of  many  thrusts  at  the  line. 

Roland  Eldridge,  freshman  who  alternated  between  guard  and  quarter- 
back, has  three  years  in  which  to  supply  the  needed  punch  to  put  the  old  ball 
over  the  goal. 

Bill  Wilcox,  guard,  played  his  best  when  he  Avas  given  the  opportunity. 
This  is  the  first,  year  that  Bill  saw  active  playing. 

Denver  Bishop,  guard,  battered  bis  opponents  into  submissiveness  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  for  two  more  years. 

George  Jelinek,  guard  and  tackle,  missed  the  first  part  of  the  season, 
but  made  up  for  it  in  the  later  games.  Jinks  should  be  able  to  gather  shoe- 
strings for  three  more  years. 

Bruce  Turner,  quarterback,  was  another,  of  Rathbun's  discoveries  among 
the  line  men.  In  the  two  years  left  Bruce  should  be  one  of  the  best  on  the 
field. 

John  Adams,  center,  came  to  the  front  when  a  call  was  sent  for  more 
centers.  This  is  John's  last  year  at  Intermountain  and  rightly  he  made  the 
best  use  of  it. 

Claude  Jolliff,  freshman  guard,  has  three  more  years  ahead  in  which 
to  develop  into  a  more  than  formidable  foe. 

Bud  Rafter,  one  of  those  men  who  take  all  the  abuse  so  that  the  other 
boys  can  get  a  chance  to  play,  will  be  more  than  a  scrimmage  player  next  year.

Gus  Girnus,  freshman  guard,  played  with  the  vigor  of  a 
champion  and  held  many  good  opponents  to  few  baskets. 

Bud  Rafter,  the  diminutive  guard,  was  the  fighting  strength 
of  the   defense.     His  leech-like  tenacity  stopped   everything. 

Red  Taylor,  guard,  played  only  half  of  the  season,  dropping 
out  to  work ;  but  his  tenacious  stick-to-itiveness  as  a  guard  made 
him  very  popular  with  the  squad  and  the  rooters. 

Ben  Evans,  forward,  played  when  his  work  left  him  free 
to  do  so. 

Cy  Walsh  could  practice  only  part  of  the  time  but  was  valu- 
able in  the  few  scrimmages  that  the  team  had  during  the  year. 

Claude  Jolliff,  guard  and  forward,  lacked  experience  but 
gained  much  through  the  practice  sessions. 
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Intermountain  baseball  is  under  way  again.  Games  are 
pending  with  the  Butte  School  of  Mines  and  the  Dillon  Teachers. 

Not  many  veterans  are  back  to  hold  up  the  old  traditions. 
Pippy,  Lamoreux,  Loughride,  Leeson  and  Harman  are  at  pres- 
ent the  only  old  men  on  the  squad ;  others  are :  Yeager,  Girnus, 
Adams,  Taylor,  Rafter,  VanDoren  and  Hoffman. 

The  few  practice  days  available  have  proved  that  I.  U.  C. 
will  not  fare  the  Avorst,  and  as  the  annual  goes  to  press  there 
are  high  hopes  that  Coach  Guy  L.  Rathbun  will  succeed  in  put- 
ting out  one  of  those  winning  team  for  which  he  is  noted. 
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A  triangular  meet  between  Dillon  Teachers,  the  Orediggers 
of  Butte  and  Intermountain  College  appears  to  be  the  only  possi- 
bility of  a  collegiate  meet  for  the  Orange  and  Blue  this  year. 

The  full  capacities  of  the  track  team  as  a  whole  or  as  indi- 
viduals are  not  known,  and  will  not  be  understood  until  after 
the  interclass  meet.

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DEBATE 

"It  is  a  pleasure,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  to  stand  before  you 
and  to  be  able  to  speak  a  few  words  to  you  without  fearing  that 
when  I  have  finished,  some  fellow  will  arise  loaded  down  with 
a  brief  case  under  one  arm,  stacks  of  books  under  the  other,  and 
statistics  and  quotations  from  everyone  from  Clara  Bow  to  Joe. 
E.  Brown,  and  try  to  tear  my  speech  apart,"  declared  Delmar 
Leeson  speaking  as  the  Intermountain  representative  at  the  con- 
vention banquet  held  for  the  delegates  to  the  Pi  Kappa  Delta 
convention  of  the  Northwest  Province  held  at  Bozeman,  March 
30,  31  and  April  1. 

Mr.  Leeson  voiced  the  sentiments  of  all  the  convention  dele- 
gates with  these  words,  for  after  five  rounds  of  debates  in  two 
days  all  were  tired  of  the  question,  "Resolved:  That  the  United 
States  should  agree  to  the  cancellation  of  all  interallied  war 
debts. ' ' 

Intermountain  won  third  place  in  convention  honors  with 
a  total  of  fourteen  and  one-half  points;  Marie  Wilkinson  winning 
first  place  in  women's  oratory,  Marie  Thomas  winning  second 
place  in  women's  extempore  speaking,  and  Delmar  Leeson  win- 
ning second  place  in  men's  extempore  Avere  the  big  point  win- 
ners  for  Intermountain.  The  women's  debate  team,  composed 
of  Marie  Thomas  and  Marie  Wilkinson,  tied  in  a  three-Avay  tie 
for  third  place  in  Avomen's  debate.  Convention  delegates  Avere 
Marie  Thomas,  Marie  Wilkinson,  Almeda  Emery,  Delmar  Leeson, 
Jerome  Paulson  and  Professor  David  J.  Jones. 

Debate  activities  of  the  year  centered  around  the  convention. 
Previous  to  this  a  mixed  team  from  Intermountain,  composed  of 
Marie  Thomas  and  Delmar  Leeson,  argued  the  negative  of  the 
question,  "Resolved:  That  the  United  States  should  abandon 
capitalism  as  a  fundamental  concept  of  its  economy."  Tavo  non- 
decision  debates,  one  Avomen's  and  one  men's,  AA7ere  held  just 
prior  to  going  to  the  convention.  The  men's  team,  composed 
of  Delmar  Leeson  and  Jerome  Paulson,  upholding  the  affirma- 
tive of  the  Avar  debts  question,  met  a  2-1  defeat  from  a  men's 
team  representing  the  Butte  School  of  Mines,  on  March  29.

Gertrude  Boyd  Crane,  professor  of  religion  and  philosophy. 

Miss  Wilkinson  also  won  first  place  in  women's  oratory  at 
the  regional  convention  of  the  Northwest  Province  of  Pi  Kappa 
Delta,  national  forensic  fraternity,  held  at  Bozeman,  March  30, 
31,  and  April  1. 

On  May  18  Miss  Wilkinson  also  won  first  place  in  the  state 
oratorical  contest  held  at  Dillon.  This  Avas  the  second  time  in 
the  history  of  the  association  that  Intermountain  has  achieved 
this  distinction,  Donald  Baldwin  having  won  first  place  in  1928. 
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Dramatics  at  Intermouiitain  this  year  have  been  closely 
allied  with  the  activities  of  Black  Masque.
